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The claims are incomplete. Each of the independent claims (i.e., claims 1, 39, 45, 49, 54, 57, 60, 63, 66, 68, and 70) refers to a table 
in the application. Thus, the claims are incomplete (see PCT Rule 6.2(a)). In addition, the table referred to (Table B on page 215) in 
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40, 53, 61, 64, and 67 are improper multiple dependent claims (PCT Rule 6.4(a)). 
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
